The rescheduled Elba City 
Council meeting opened 
Tuesday night, May 27th, wit 
David Dean, Of “Friendship 
Packuge Store #2. voicing a 
complaint over the [0% hole 
sule tax added to every bottle of 
whiskey sold in Elba. Mr. Dean 
noted that the tax is not charged 
in Opp nor in Andalusia, thus 
putting Elba pac kuge store oper 
alors ala price disadvantage 

Section 6-53 of the city ords 
nance authorizing the licenses 
for sale of all alcoholic bever 
ages charges $500 for a whole- 
sale liquor license and section 6 
54 (1) reads: “Upon every per- 
son engaged in the business of 
selling whiskey, wine or liquor 
at retail there 1s hereby levied an 
additional privilege. or license 
tax to ten (10) percent of the 
gross purchases made by the 
licensee from the state alcoholic 
beverage control board or other 
wholesale dealer, other than the 
purchase of table wine.” 

All liquors sold in Alabama 
by retail stores must be pur 
chased’ from the (ABC) 
Alabama Beverage Control] 
Board 

Mr. Dean did acknowledge 
the tax is charged in Enterprise 
retail package stores. but is not 
collected in any state owned 
(ABC) stores, He claimed that 
this*price thfference-would run 
off business and cost the City of 
Elba the regular sales tax as well 
as the 10% liquor tax. Mr. Dean 
acknowledged his first month of 
sales in Elba (April) were 
extremely good, but didn’t think

that volume would hold up if the 
10% tax continued to be levied 
by the City of Elba 

Mayor James thanked Dean 
for his input and indicated the 
city would take his request that 
the tax be rescinded into consid- 
eration 

Grimes presented council 
members with copies of recom 
mended changes in the employ- 
ee personnel. manual. The revi 
sions Would remove the require 
ment that all supervisors must 
have two years experience with 
the City of Eiba before becom- 
ing cligrble toapply for supervi- 
sory positions. City Attomey 
Jeff Kelley indicated this 
requirement -could create dis- 
crimination problems at Some 
time in the future.
